The Kennedy Assassination 
Inquiry Committee, whose na- 
tional chairman is Trent Gough, 
a Canadian actor, said the 
picture of one long-nosed, 
tii in-lipped man resembled a 
Mexico City police sketch of a I 
suspect in the murder of the' 
Fev. Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr, 

The Mexican sketch of last 
April 10 was drawn by Sergio 
Jaubert asserted! y from a de- 
scription provided by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. 

Richard Sprague, a manage- 
ment consultant and photo- 
graph researcher* said that the 
three men might have been re- 
moved from freight cars in a 
railroad yard gust ahead of the 
»'%ssi nation site in Deaiey 
V%xa in Dallas within 45 min- 
utes to an hour after the shoot- 
ing 

He noted testimony before 
the Warren Commission in- 
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ing address was General Post
